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MARKET FORECAST 


Higher Fed Cattle Prices by Late Summer 





weight group apparently aimed for August-September are 6 per cent below last 
year. There's also hope for pickup in beef demand. Most strength is likely in 
Choice and Prime . . . resulting in more normal price spread between upper 
and lower grades. 


SLUGGISH DEMAND IS BEHIND FIRST-HALF CATTLE WEAKNESS. Cattle slaughter hasn't been up 
much more than population increase ... not nearly enough to cause the couple 
dollar price drop since January. The recession and high rate of unemployment 
has obviously cut sharply into family beef-buying budgets. Better paychecks 
this summer and fall should help correct this situation. 


THIS IS THE KIND OF MARKET in which it should pay to concentrate on pushing qualified 
cattle to Choice grade and 1,000-1,100 lb. weights. The fairly favorable 
outlook is one reason; more reasonable corn and milo is another. But we still 
advise topping out feedlots before cattle get to weights that result in costly 


gains and probable price discounts. 


STOCKER AND FEEDER PRICES won't drop nearly as rapidly as last year's $5 average 
May-July break. But they'll be sliding seasonally. Animals bought now for 
a fast feedlot finish should make profits on improved early fall slaughter \ 
market. Good time now to cull poor cows while prices are good, especially if 
pastures are skimpy. Good chance of fair-size cow price drop by the end of 
this month... and continuing weak through summer. 


THE NEXT TWO OR THREE MONTHS SHOULD BE FAVORABLE FOR HOG MEN. Slaughter will decline 
from current levels, and there will be less pork to come out of cold storage 
than last summer. Hog prices will probably add on a dollar or so during June- 
July, with no very sharp break expected through the summer. 


IT SHOULD PAY TO FEED HOGS TO NEAR 240 LBS. during June and July. Besides a firm hog 
market, lower feed grain prices than in early spring have cheapened feeding 
costs. You might also cheapen costs more during this period by substituting 
a little more corn or milo for high-priced protein feeds. Push late pigs fast 
to beat as much of the fall price decline as possible. 


SPRING LAMBS SHOULD BE RUSHED, AND SOLD AS SOON AS THEY REACH DESIRABLE WEIGHTS. 
Don't wait for last year's prices. . . they won't come. Quotations will slide 
during June and July. Lambs weaned early and taken off worn-infested pastures 


gain much faster, make most profits. 


WIND UP WOOL SALES AT THESE IMPROVED PRICES. Signs of improving business economy are 
being reflected in mill buying. But, while replenishing stocks will prevent 
sharp weakness, further strength from current levels is rather unlikely. 


SPRING MILK PRICE DECLINE IS BEING CUSHIONED by the higher dairy price supports. June 
prices will probably bottom out at 20¢-25¢ a cwt. above year earlier in most 
areas. Summer-fall recovery, however, won't match last year's average 90¢ 
climb, mainly because the upturn will start from a higher base. 


PRICE RECOVERY ON CORN AND SORGHUM should extend well into summer. Unless market is 
pressured with heavy sales of CCC grains, pre-April prices might be regained 
by July or August. Safest to buy ahead. 


BUY PROTEIN FEEDS ON "HAND TO MOUTH" BASIS NOW. Spring price advance, especially on 
soybean meal, is being met with resistance... won't likely carry prices up 
much further, if any. Most livestock rations can now be cheapened effectively 
by including a little more lower-priced corn and milo; but don't let them get 
far off balance or you sacrifice weight gains.

Having no sweat 
glands except on the end of her 
nose is it not just good sense for 
a sow to seek the cool wallow on a 
hot day?

Unlike horses or cattle, pigs ob- 
ject to manure, require a fresh clean 
bed. Instinctively they like to build 
a nest. If fern leaves and long grass 
are not available they will do it with 
hay.

I do wish these college professors 
would tell us more about these fun- 
damental] things in their books. Ever 
since I wrote that “Muscling” story 
about the Barrow Show I’ve wanted 
to get an anatomical drawing of the 
latissimus dorsi, the loin muscle, 
where it starts and stops and what’s 
it for, but I haven’t been able to do 
so yet.

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Grain Feeding on 
Pasture is Favorable 


WILL IT PAY to feed steers 
grain on pasture? Frank Mc- 
Claugherty and Dr. R. C. Carter, of 
the animal husbandry department, 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, have 
the results of five years’ work on 
this problem. Research was done at 
the Glade Spring Experiment Sta- 
tion in Washington County. 

Good grade yearling steers on 
good pasture fed 20 bushels of corn 
will produce carcasses grading good 
by the end of the pasture season. 
This will be profitable two-thirds of 
the usual cattle cycle, says depart- 
ment head George Litton, especially 
when fat cattle show a good margin 
over feeder prices. 

In the Glade Spring tests, 22.3 
bushels of grain were fed on the 
average through the five years on 
pasture. It was self-fed two years 
and hand-fed three years. 

Grain on pasture resulted in 92 
pounds increase in final weight over 
cattle not fed. Grained steers aver- 
aged four-tenths of a carcass grade 
higher with 3.1 per cent greater 
dressing yield than cattle not fed. 

The resulting increase in price 
per hundredweight was $2.30, and 
there was a total increase for the 
steer above cost of the calf and feed 
of $11.20 in favor of feeding grain 
on pasture. 

It is believed that steers should be 
allowed to make complete use of the 
early grazing without grain supple- 
ment until the heat of summer 
drives pasture plants into the 
dormant stage. <

@FEEDING MINERAL MIXTURES to livestock 
on pastures can pay big dividends in more rapid 
weight gains, greater milk production, and breeding 
efficiency. But it is necessary to be very careful to 
keep the minera) mixture in balance. Shotgun mix- 
tures fed without regard to need can upset the min- 
era] balance in the ration and the forage consumed 
by the livestock and do more harm than good. 

The importance of keeping minerals, as well as 
other feed nutrients, in proper balance with one an- 
other is shown by the results of a number of studies 
conducted in Louisiana and other states. 

These studies show also that it is not enough 
merely to correct minera] deficiencies after they have 
produced gross abnormalities in livestock. Damage 
to fast gains and high production may occur long 
before the visible symptoms are seen. These findings 
apply to sheep as well as beef and dairy cattle. 

Some 13 minera] elements have been shown to 
be essential to animal health. Our native range 
grasses appear, from chemica] analysis, to furnish 
adequate amounts of al) of these except salt and 
phosphorus. However, protein may be short during 
the summer or early fall, and therefore for maximum 
performance supplemental feeding of 1 to 2 pounds 
of 32% protein supplement per cow per day, or %4 
pound per sheep per day, during late summer and 
the early fall season would increase production and 
insure greater utilization of available forages. Intake 
of protein supplements has been successfully con- 
trolled at desired levels by mixing 1 part salt with 
2 to 3 parts protein supplements, self-fed. 


Calcium-Phosphorus Ratios 


» Most forages contain an abundance of calcium 
throughout the growing season. However, phosphorus 
and protein content decrease, while calcium to phos- 
phorous ratios increase with plant maturity and as 
the growing season advances. This results in grasses 
—and subsequently sheep and cattle rations—that 
have a wide ratio of calcium to phosphorus. 

These factors create a major problem for the 
range farmer, as shown by the calculated average 
calcium to phosphorous ratios in Louisiana native 
grasses and the available mineral supply.

phorus, resulting in the observed increased ratio of 
calcium to phosphorus. The usual practice of supple- 
menting this ration with a minera)] mixture contain- 
ing oyster shell flour or. limestone would do little to 
improve the Ca/P ratio. But bone meal or a bone 
meal-salt mixture would narrow the ratio and improve

> Numerous experiments indicate equal parts of 
calcium to phosphorus, or a ratio of 1:1, to be de- 
sirable for best performance by our livestock. This 
has been clearly shown by the following results from 
the Nebraska Station: 
Ca/P Ratio 1:1 4:1 9:1 14:1 
Gain, 1lb./day 1.33 1.30 1.13 1.10 

Both average daily gaing and feed efficiency de- 
creased as calcium in the ration was increased above 
requirements, indicating a critica] Ca/P ratio to be 
somewhere between 4 and 9 parts calcium to 1 part 
phosphorus, Studies at the New Hampshire Station 
confirmed these data. In addition, they showed that 
when 2 per cent limestone was added to the ration, 
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phosphorus absorption was decreased and both pro- 
tein. and energy utilization were greatly reduced. 
However, when phosphorus was added with the extra 
calcium, as a 2 per cent dicalciumphorphate supple- 
ment, body weight gains were not materially affected. 

Tests in Montana with cattle have indicated that 
three times the amount of feed was required to pro- 
duce 100 pounds gain when calcium relative to phos- 
phorus was high. These studies clearly indicated that 
when dietary phosphorus was low, added calcium not 
only reduced phosphorous availability, but also de- 
creased plasma carotene proportional to calcium in- 
take. This indicates an adverse effect upon the utili- 
zation of another seasonally critical nutrient in most 
grasses. 

These data, and results at Louisiana station, raise 
the question as to whether typical sheep and cattle 


rations, containing sufficient forages of good quality, 
ever need calcium supplementation, 


Excess Calcium Harmful 


> California workers have demonstrated that 
feeding excess calcium to mature animals toward the 
end of lactation and during the dry period may ac- 
tually put the cow’s calcium-regulating unit (para- 
thyroid glands) “to sleep,” resulting in low blood 
calcium levels and a high incidence of milk fever 
following calving. By increasing phosphorous levels in 
the rations and decreasing calcium intake to normal 
within 6-8 weeks prior to calving, cases of milk fever 
among cows with past histories of milk fever were 
reduced. 

Therefore, good commercia) minera] mixes, like 
good home-mixed products, should supply the spe- 
cific minerals that are deficient, and only in quanti- 
ties necessary to balance this deficiency. Excesses 
may be costly and can be dangerous, 

There have been no real indications of a defi- 
ciency of any of the minor or trace elements on 
Louisiana pastures or most other states. At present 
there is no experimental evidence that their addition 
to ruminant rations or to mineral mixes is a beneficial 
or economical practice. Therefore, a mineral mixture 
of 1 part salt and 2 parts bone meal or calcium phos- 
phate fed free-choice should adequately meet the 
greater needs of most grazing animals. 
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Summer Heat Can Share Your Profit 


@ Studies in several states indi- 
cate that even simple steps taken 
to keep cattle and hogs coo) during 
summer months will pay dividends. 

Although much of the research 
has been done in states to the south, 
benefits in northern and western 
states justify some effort and 
planning for keeping animals cool. 
Our cover this month demonstrates 
an inexpensive shade being used on 
the Laverne Johnson hog farm in 
Towa. 

Cool Hogs Are Profitable 

>It pays to keep hogs cool be- 
cause hogs suffer from heat more 
than most animals. If not kept cool 
they make slower gains; sows are 
likely to farrow weak litters, be 
poor milkers or even lose a litter. 
Many Hogs Die Each Year 
From Becoming Over-Heated 

® Research has shown that hogs 
on full feed and sprinkled under ar- 
tificial shelter gaimed 12 per cent 
faster than those protected only by 
artificial shelters. 
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It is even more important to keep 
bred sows cooler than it is the grow- 
ing pig. Research conducted in Ok- 
lahoma by Swine Specialist, W. L. 
Richmond, showed that bred sows 
on pasture sprinkled under artificial 
shelter farrowed and weaned two 
more pigs per litter than those not 
sprinkled. 


Farrowing houses should be kept ~ 


cool and well ventilated in summer. 
It may be necessary to use fans, 
sprinkle the roof or provide addi- 
tional insulation on the roof. 

At farrowing and nursing time a 
cool sow eats more, milks better 
and her pigs grow faster. 

For hogs on pasture where no 
natural shade is available, Mr. 


Richmond recommends a temporary 
shelter covered with aluminum, gal- 


vanized steel, straw or brush. Each 
200-pound hog needs at least 10 
square feet of shelter. 

In extremely hot weather, he rec- 
ommends wetting the ground under 
the shelters. For this reason the 





shelters should be made on skids 
so they can be moved to prevent the 
formation of mud holes. 

Concrete feeding barns will help 
eliminate the heat problem. It is 
easy to rig a spraying system or 
floor cooling device, with the 
spraying system only a fine mist is 
needed. One gallon of water an 
hour under 40-pounds pressure will 
do the job. 

A one-inch pipe with 44-inch holes 
drilled about two feet apart will 
help cool the floor sufficiently. 
Place the pipe at the upper end of 
the slope and adjust the water flow 
to keep floor damp. 

Regardless of the cooling system 
that you use, fix it so the hogs can 
get to dry bedding areas. Otherwise, 
hot days and cool nights may cause 
respiratory trouble. 

In addition to keeping hogs cool, 
they must have plenty of clean 
drinking water at all times. A hog 
on full feed can drink a gallon or 
more of water a day. < 
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@THIS IS THE TIME OF YEAR 
when many cattle owners run into 
real trouble because of pinkeye. 

This bothersome problem gome- 
times affects only a single cow. 
Other times, it sweeps through an 
entire herd. In some cases it stops 
with a simple irritation of the eye- 
ball, while in others it will cause 
permanent blindness. 

The important fact is that pink- 
eye is a much more costly problem 
than most farmers and ranchers 
realize ... and it is time that every- 
one took a more careful look at it, 
and time that owners did more 
about it. 

First symptoms, according to the 
American Foundation for Animal 
Health, may include watery eyes 
and swollen or reddened eyelids. 
The watery discharge from the eyes 
later becomes thickened and causes 
discoloration of the face. As the 
disease progresses, the eyeball] may 
become cloudy, the vision then be- 
comes impaired. The sick animals 
show greater and greater dis- 
comfort, especially when they are 
in sunlight. Finally, in severe cases, 
there can be a complete loss of sight 
in either one or both eyes. 

The fact that pinkeye doesn’t kill 
an animal has led some producers 
to consider it too lightly. Actually, 
it takes a heavy economic toll. Even 
the mild form of the disease can 
cause a general loss of condition 
and cause a drop of production in 
dairy cows. Animals which become 
blinded have difficulty in finding 
feed or water, and in bad weather 
they have trouble in finding shelter. 
Calves become separated from their 
mothers and cannot nurse. 

Range cattle, when constantly ex- 
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Does Pinkeye Cost You? 


posed to sun, dust, flies and wind 
are among the worst sufferers from 
this condition. 

What is the cause of pinkeye? 
There is no single or simple answer 
to this question, because the disease 
can be brought on by multiple 
causes. The important thing for the 
farmer or rancher to remember is 
that the exact cause must be de- 
termined in each outbreak before 
any worthwhile corrective measures 
can be taken. It is usually best to 
have a veterinarian examine the an- 
imals, and once the cause is de- 
termined the right treatment can be 
started. 

Many farmers will be surprised at 
this, but poor nutrition is often an 
important factor in causing pink- 
eye. In this category, lack of vita- 
min A can play a leading part. 

Sometimes the disease starts with 
foreign objects in the eye. Wind- 
blown bits of feed or ensilage may 
lodge in the eyes, causing irritation 
and setting the stage for pinkeye. 
At times, beards and chaff from 
straw stacks and from wind-blown 
bedding will act in the same way, 
and cause symptoms similar to 
acute pinkeye infection. 

The real, infective pinkeye can be 
caused by one of several infective 
agents. These agents can spread 
through an entire herd with con- 
siderable rapidity, and they attack 
cattle in even the best of condition. 
Some of the resulting eye problems 
can be of great severity. 

There is no simple solution to 
pinkeye. Treatment of each out- 
break depends on the diagnosis. The 
American Foundation for Animal 
Health says that many thousands 
of dollars are probably being wasted 





Losses From Cattle Grubs 
Run Into Millions 


@ PACKERS ANNUALLY 
THROW AWAY enough grub-dam- 
aged meat to feed 85,000 people a 
year. And the cattle raiser is the 
man who suffers this loss. Cattle 
grubs cost the cattlemen of this 
country over $100 million annually. 

Bob Farquhar, Avburn Extension 
beef cattle and sheep specialist, says 
that one of the most difficult of 
these pests to contre! is the heel fly 
because it never bits the host an- 
imal. : 

Each summer the heel fly lays its 
eggs on the legs and underside of 
cattle, the specialist says. These 
eggs hatch and live in the body of 
the animal through the summer 
months. Then in the spring of the 
year, the insects eat a hole in the 
hide of the animals and emerge. 

When this occurs, cattlemen can 
use insecticides under heavy pres- 
sure as a spray. The insecticide 
penetrates the holes cut in the an- 
imal’s. back and kills the grubs. 
Treatment should be repeated every 
30 days. 

New insecticides are now avail- 
able for grub control which pene- 
trate the hide and circulate through 
the blood system. Using this meth- 
od of control, the grubs are killed 
before they damage the hide of the 
animal in the merging process. How- 
ever, these insecticides must be ap- 
plied in late summer or early fall to 
be effective. 

The Auburn livestockman says 
the first symptoms of grubs are 
bumps or swelling along the back 
or loin area of the animal. 4 





in treating this condition because of 
failure to pre-determine the specific 
cause of the outbreak. For example, 
using pinkeye medication on an an- 
imal which is suffering from vita- 
min A deficiency can be a waste of 
time and money. In fact, using any 
type of medication without knowing 
for sure which medication is indi- 
cated can well be a waste of money. 

Should vaccination be used 
against pinkeye? That question, al- 
so, is best left up to the veteri- 
narian. It depends on the infection 
and also on local circumstances. 

One thing is sure . . . while pink- 
eye is a year ‘round problem, it can 
be especially widespread at this 
time of year. The cattle owner who 
values his profits will be on the 
watch for it at this season, and will 
want to take prompt action if any 
of his animals begin to show any 
signs of eye trouble. 4

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Keeping Cattle Cool 
Pays Dividends 


> Paul Guyer, Extension animal 
husbandman at Nebraska College of 
Agriculture, says feedlot arrange- 
ment can influence the summer 
comfort of cattle. 

Type of fencing influenced the 
rate and efficiency of feedlot gains 
in California. Cattle in wire or cable 
lots were cooler than those in lots 
fenced with boards. Wire or cables 
permitted free movement of air, air 
temperature was lower, and there 
was less radiation and reflection. 

Windbreaks should be located so 
as not to interfere with movement 
of summer breezes. In California, 
forced air movement, using large 
fans, resulted in increased gains. 

Cool drinking water also helps 
keep cattle cool. Small capacity au- 
tomatic waterers covered with small 
shades will pay dividends during 
hot months. At the same time they 
may be less expensive to heat in 
winter. 

Feedlots located near growing 
crops will be cooler than those lo- 
cated near buildings, roads, hay- 
stacks and machinery which in- 
crease heat radiation and reduce air 
movement. 

Research also has shown that 
shades will contribute to faster cat- 
tle gains during summer months. In 
Kansas trials, conducted from May 
to October for three years, cattle 
in shaded lots gained faster and 
more efficiently. They had an aver- 
age net return of $4.35 per head 
more than those in unshaded lots 
(not allowing for cost of shades). 
California, Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi results show the same general 
trend. 

Other than principles involved in 
feedlot planning, shades are the 


‘most economical way to cool live- 


stock. Natural shade from well lo- 
cated trees is probably the most ef- 
fective and cheapest, yet simple 
structures usually must provide the 
needed shade. 


Shade structures for cattle should 
be 10 to 12 feet high. Hay is the 
coolest material followed closely by 
aluminum and galvanized iron 
painted white on top. Shades 
should be about 14 to 20 feet wide 
and provide 50 to 60 square feet of 
shade per animal. A north-south 
orientation of the shade structure 
usually is preferred because of im- 
proved sanitation. The sun will hit 
all parts of the loafing area at some 
time during the day. 4 
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Why It Pays to Wait 
60 Days to Breed Cow 


@iIf. you're after a high con- 
ception rate in your herd, it'll pay 
you to follow the time-proven sug- 
gestion to wait to breed a cow until 
at least 60 days after she has had 
her calf. 

In the first place, the uterus of 
the cow is enlarged many times to 
hold a calf weighing 100 pounds 
and sometimes more. It takes time 
for the uterus to return to normal 
size and condition. 

If the animal is bred in less than 
60 days after calving, the uterus 
probably will not be in condition to 
allow the sperm and egg to live. 
Sometimes the fertilized egg will 
live for a time, only to die as a re- 
sult of abnormal conditions in the 
uterus. Then the cow will be back 
in heat in about 40 to 60 days after 
the breeding date. 

Much time is lost and the cow 
will not be producing a calf every 
year. 

If a cow is to produce a calf a 
year, she must be bred on the 85th 
day after calving. This is not prac- 
tical, as heat dates vary, so play the 
averages and have your cows bred 
60 to 90 days after calving. One 
way of doing this would be to breed 
your cows during the first heat 
AFTER the 60th day in produc- 


tion. <4 





Diet Helps Bull's Fertility 


@ In a study supervised by N. L. 
VanDemark, University of [Illinois 
scientist, it was found that under- 
fed bulls weren’t ready for service 
until 20 months of age, 8 months 
later than the normally fed bulls. 
For the next four years their se- 
men production was consistently 40 
per cent less. 

When switching rations on some 
of the bulls on test after they had 
reached maturity, the fertility lag 
still continued in those underfed 
earlier. Also, later underfeeding 
did not significantly impair the fer- 
tility of the bulls that had received 
better care during the early months 
of their lives. 

These results underline the im- 
portance of proper feeding during 
the critical early months. Poor ra- 
tions permanently impair sexual de- 
velopment. When switched to reg- 
ular rations after maturity, the test 
bulls got fatter, but that’s all. It 
should be clear that the test animals 
being underfed were not on starva- 
tion rations. <

Record Set With Seven Lambs From One Ewe 


MSCIENCE HAD A HAND in 
making it possible for a University 
of Connecticut ewe to give birth to 
the unheard of number of seven 
Jambs at one lambing. A Shropshire 
ewe, in a University of Connecticut 
research project aimed at increasing 
number born per lambing, gave 
birth to seven lambs this spring. 

Dr. W. A. Cowan, Head of the 
Animal] Industries Department, 
states, “We are interested in obtain- 
ing twins with regularity and such 
records as made by this ewe are of 
interest to us from the scientific 
more than the practical standpoint. 
We have had consistently good re- 
sults now for six lamb crops on in- 
creasing twinning rate when we use 
a hormone at the proper stage of 
the ewe’s estrus period, and we now 
are working to obtain these same 
results when we have synchronized 
the estrus period of the ewes.” To 
date in this lambing season at the 


University, 29 lambs have been born 
from 11 ewes treated on day 12, 
post estrus, and 16 lambs from 7 
ewes treated on day 10, post estrus; 
12 lambs have been born from 8 
ewes in the non-treated control 
group. 

The Shropshire ewe that gave 
birth to the seven lambs came 
through in excellent shape. Three 
of the seven lambs were born alive 
and are being raised. The four that 
was born dead were norma! in all 
respects and are believed to have 
died during the birth process. The 
total weight of these seven lambs 
was 26.1 lbs. The heaviest was 6.4 
Ibs. and the lightest was 3.0 Ibs. 

If the answers can be forthcoming 
on how to regularly, practically, and 
materially increase twinning rate in 
sheep, they can help change the 
economics of sheep production, par- 
ticularly in farm flocks. <

ulna and radius are connected, but 
in the hind leg the tibia and fibula 
are separate. 

On the feet the big toe disappeared 
long ago. The first and fifth digits 
are dewclaws, leaving the third and 
fourth digits for the pig to run on. 
And I wonder whatever became of 
the Mulefoot Hog? 

A pig’s brain is larger in propor- 
tion than a sheep’s or cow’s, more 
convoluted, though I wouldn’t go so 
far as to say that’s why the pig is 
smarter. 

The peripheral nerves make the 
pig’s skin very sensitive. 

The tail switch is an organ of 
speech; merrily indicating that the 
feed here is pretty good. But which 
way does it always curl, clockwise or 
counter, is what I’d like to know. 

The right lung has four lobes, the 
left lung three, sometimes only two. 

Peculiar only to the pig is that 
smooth terminal disk known as the 
snout—cartilagenous, oval, covered 
with little pores and almost invisible 
hairs. In ali the animal] kingdom 
there is no more amazing anatomical 
structure, as sensitive as your fore- 
finger, yet a tremendous instrument 
of power and precision. 

The baby pig has 28 teeth, and I 
don’t need to tell why any pig club 
boy, or girl, what every sow knows 
about the wolfish needle teeth. Clip 
‘em! But carefully. The mature hog 
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gets 4 premolars on each side of 
both jaws, bringing the total] denti- 
tion to 44. The canines have no 
roots, but just keep on growing into 
belligerent tusks in the boar—unless 
you know what to do. 

Oh my, almost forgot the bladder. 
But any smal] boy at butchering 
time, knows what to do with a hog’s 
bladder. 

I’m merely trying to say that a pig 
is an interesting person, and will 
marvelously respond to the care of a 
master who knows more than he 
does. 

I get so excited when I see those 
big capital letters—PR, CL, CMS, 
SMS, etc.—in your catalog, right up 
there beside the animals that made 
the grade. If the evaluation of pure- 
bred swine does not comprehend the 
finest effort ever made by stockmen 
for improvement of their herds to 
meet consumer-demand and achieve 
production-efficiency, I do not know 
what’s what. 

The first hogs to land on United 
States soil were brought by Hernan- 
do DeSoto to Tampa Bay in 1539— 
13 head in all, He was looking for 
the “Fountain of Youth” and never 
did realize he already had it in those 
hog livers and pork chops.

Cattle Gains Speeded 


By oe 
GCA FEED who have 


automatic feeding equipment can in- 
crease rate of gain if they feed 
oftener than twice a day. 

There is no use having automatic 


- equipment and then feeding only at 


the traditional morning and evening 
feeding times, says Hugh Hender- 
son, extension livestock specialist at 
Michigan State University. 

Henderson reports a University of 
Illinois experiment that compared 
feed intake, rate of gain and feed ef- 
ficiency of cattle fed at four-hour 
intervals with cattle fed twice a 
day. 

Those fed six times a day gained 
an average of 1.87 pounds daily as 
compared with 1.55 pounds for the 
cattle fed twice a day at 8 a.m. and 
5 p.m. 

A timer on the completely auto- 
matic machine turned the feeder on 
every four hours starting at 4 a.m. 
Another timer turned the feeder off 
when the needed amount of feed 
was in the bunk. Feed thus was 
limited to the amount that each lot 
would clean up after a reasonable 
length of time. 

Researchers put a light over the 
feed bunk so the cattle would eat 
at night. After a few days, the ani- 
mals went to the machine as soon 
as it clicked on. 

In another experiment, a third lot 
of self-fed cattle was added to those 
fed twice a day and those fed six 
times a day. In both trials the cat- 
tle fed six times a day gained faster 
and had more efficient feed conver- 
sion than either of the other two 
lots. 

The self-fed steers ate more feed 
than either of the other two lots, 
but were in the middle in rate of 
gain and lowest in feed efficiency. 

During three 24-hour observation 
periods, the researches noticed that 
the self-fed steers ate frequently 
but on irregular schedules. They 
noted six distinct feeding peaks 
with intervals between peaks vary- 
ing from two to seven hours. <

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Cattle Feeding Profits 
Improved With Feeder Pigs 


@HOW MUCH EXTRA MONEY 
can feeder pigs contribute to a cat- 
tle feeding operation? 

According to Paul Hasbargen and 
Robert Jacobs, extension specialists 
at the University of Minnesota, on 
a typical yearling cattle feeding pro- 
gram with shelled corn in the ration 
and hogs following the cattle, a 
pound of pork can be produced for 
every bushel of corn the steers get. 

That means if a cattle feeder fin- 
ishes a steer on 50 bushels of shelled 
corn he can also market 50 pounds 
of pork with each steer. Figuring 
16 cent hogs and subtracting $2 per 
pig for protein and other costs, he 
wil] net an extra $6 for every steer 
he sells. 

Recent Iowa studies indicates as 
much as 21 per cent of high mois- 
ture (35 per cent) shelled corn went 
through the cattle undigested. The 
way to get around this loss is to 
have hogs in the feedlot or to grind 
the corn before you feed it. 

The number of pigs it takes to 
follow steers in a feedlot depends 
mostly on the kind of feed you use 
and the age of the cattle being fed. 
If you’re feeding yearling cattle on 
ground ear corn, figure on about 
one pig for every four steers. But if 
you feed shelled corn two steers will 
usually support a pig. 

Two-year-old cattle will support 
slightly more pigs, feeder calves a 
few less. 

If it looks as though your pigs 
aren’t gaining quite as much as they 
should you may have to feed them 
a little extra grain. On the other 
hand, if you feed them too much 
they won’t get out and clean up 
feed the cattle have wasted. 

Regardless of whether or not 
you furnish the pigs extra grain, 
give them about one-half pound of 
protein supplement per day. <4 


Beef Breeders Will Use 


More Performance Records 


WMBEEF CATTLE BREEDERS 
will make greater use of perform- 
ance records in the future in their 
efforts to improve their beef an- 
imals. 

That’s the opinion of John Las- 
ley, animal breeding specialist at the 
University of Missouri. 

Improvement through selection 
can mean ‘million of dollars of added 
profits for cattle producers in this 
country and result in a better prod- 
uct for the consumer. However, 
performance records must be ac- 
curate and complete if they are to 
be of value, he stresses. 

But are performance records real- 
ly necessary? Can’t breeders pick 
out their “good-doers” by inspec- 
tion? 

Here’s Lasley’s answer: “Re- 
search indicates little relationship 
between type and performance. Se- 
lection of potential breeding stock 
on the basis of type and conforma- 
tion cannot be expected to improve 
performance. A cow usually ap- 
pears to have a more desirable con- 
formation when she is fat than 
when she is lean. If performance 
records are not kept, this might 


lead to the culling of the most 
productive cows because they would 
generally be thinner than cows 
which were less productive or gave 
less milk.” 

Then why don’t all breeders keep 
performance records? The extra 
time and expense involved are two 
reasons. Also, some breeders fear 
that selection for performance, es- 
pecially in the feed lot, will result in 
the production of large, long-legged, 
long-headed animals of poor beef 
type. 

Lasley says there is some evi- 
dence that this could happen if se- 
lection is based on performance 
alone. But it can be avoided if se- 
lection is based on both performance 
and type. Both can be improved 
at the same time. 

In spite of the hesitancy on the 
part of some breeders to keep and 
use performance records, most an- 
imal breeders feel that the big de- 
mand in the future will be for bulls 
which have excellent performance 
records to go along with desirable 
type and conformation, the re- 
searcher says. “4

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No Longer “Dirty As A Pig”

@ “THE ONLY SALVATION for 
the swine industry is the specific 
pathogen free pig,” according to Dr. 
Marvin E. Clark, veterinarian and 
landrace breeder, 
Tilinois. 

Dr. Clark, a man of action not 
just words, has put his theory to 
practice. He is celebrating the first 
anniversary of a successful] hospital 
and laboratory operation he estab- 
lished on a 90-acre farm north of 
Monmouth. 

The purpose of the new hospital, 
which is unique in the swine indus- 
try, is to produce marketable hogs 
that are absolutely free from virus 
pneumonia and atrophic rhinitis. 
Both diseases are a detriment to 
raising hogs, and are responsible for 
the inefficient feed conversion and 
slow gain of weight which is so 
prevelant among most home born 
hogs nowadays. 

Constructed completely of metal, 
the laboratory-hospital consists of 
more than 2,300 square feet of 
space which includes five incubator 
rooms, six brooder rooms, a shower 
room and a sterilizing room. In- 
terior walls of the hospital support 
ventilating fans, air filters and an 
electrical) heating system. Outer 
walls are of double metal construc- 
tion with double insulation so that 
heat control can be maintained. 

Operating procedures in the pig 
hospital are as modern and efficient 
as in any present-day general hos- 
pital obstetric department. 

A few days prior to farrowing, 
sows are brought to Dr. Clark and 
are put under observation until] two 
to four days before norma! birth is 
about to occur. The piglets are then 
taken by Caesarian section. Follow- 
ing the operation the sow is killed 
and the useable meat is marketed, 
primarily in the form of sausage. 

Once the pigs are removed from 
the sow they are bathed in an anti- 
septic solution and then are freed 
from the uterus under a specially 
constructed hood which is filled 
with filtered air. After receiving 
special treatment and markings, 
they are placed in sterile carrying 
cases and moved to the laboratory 
where each is placed in an indi- 
vidual imcubator for one week. 

Dr. Clark and Desmond Long of 
Monmouth, an official of the Con- 
tainer Corporation of America, co- 
invented the disposable incubators 
which serve as isolation units. Since 


of Monmouth, 


the units are constructed of card- 
board, disposal is much more eco- 
nomical than a cleaning process 
which would be necessary if stand- 
ard incubators, constructed of met- 
al, were used. 

Following the one week period in 
the incubators, the pigs are placed 
in sterilized brooders where they re- 
main for an additional three weeks. 

When the release date from the 
hospital finally arrives, the pigs are 
placed on farms where all other 
swine have been removed. 

Absolute sterility is maintained 
from the time the sow is brought in- 
to the hospital until the young pigs 
are released. Pans and feeding dish- 
es used by the pigs are cleaned in 
automatic dishwashers and_ steri- 
lizers. Dr. Clark and his assistants, 
Richard Foga] and Howard Oaks, 
take showers in the cleanup room 
adjacent to the hospital office be- 
fore entering the incubator and 
brooder rooms. White. sterilized 
clothing is donned by Dr. Clark and 
his assistants before entering the 
rooms with the young pigs, and the 
clothing is removed before leaving 
the area. 

Filtered air entering the thermo- 
statically controlled incubators and 
brooders pass through three differ- 
ent filters in order to eliminate all 
bacteria. Hallways in the hospital 
are kept at 75 degrees at all times. 
All this is done to assure that the 
pigs are absolutely free of contam- 
ination by disease germs. 

Once on the farm the pigs are 
raised under standard methods ex- 
cept that no new norma) stock is 
brought into contact with the SPF 
pigs. Regular breeding practices 
ean then be resumed and ordinary 
disinfecting precautions taken in or- 
der to prevent disease. Dogs must 
be kept from the breeding stock 
area and visitors who have been in 
contact with infected ground are not 
permitted in the hog houses. 

The SPF pigs at age four weeks 
are valued by Dr. Clark at $55 each, 
and are designated “primary stock.” 
Offspring kept under sanitary con- 
ditions are designated “secondary 
stock.”’ 

Modern day science in this ever 
changing world of ours has done it 
again. With the help of energetic 
men like Dr. Clark, it looks as 
though the old cliche of “dirty as a 
pig” is slowly fading out of the pic- 
ture. <4

The Ameri- 
can Hereford Association is the first 
recording agency to install the 1401 
system which will turn out approxi- 
mately 2,000 three-generation reg- 
istrations per hour. 
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A three-nation meeting of 

breeders of Charolais cat- 
tle resulted in an extensive program 
to promote, improve and register 
the new “meaty-type” breed 
throughout North America.

Kitty Kurtis Farms recent- 

ly became the first herd of 
commercial Aberdeen-Angus in the 
U. S. to be officially scored in the 
herd classification program of the 
American Angus Association. All 
herds classified previously were 
purebred, registered Angus, but re- 
cent action by the national group’s 
board of directors allows commer- 
cial herds to enter the program. 
. The Kitty Kurtis operation, with 
a purebred unit at Tecumseh, Michi- 
gan, and a commercial unit in the 
northern part of the Wolverine state 
at Harrison, is managed by William 
K. Brown. During the herd classi- 
fication session 34 registered cows 
were classified and 183 commercial 
cows were given official scores. 

Animals entered in the national 
organization’s herd classification 
program are inspected by official 
classifiers who give them a score 
based on 100 being perfect. Each 
animal is compared to an ideal for 
the breed. 

In addition to the classification 
program, the Kitty Kurtis herds 
also are enrolled in the Association's 
Angus Herd Improvement Record, a 
production testing program in which 
calves are graded and weighed at 


weaning age. Later, they are classi- 
fied as yearlings and weighed again 
to get records of their weight-gain- 
ing ability up to one year of age. 

The farms also plan to obtain rec- 
ords of the carcasses of steers pro- 
duced in the herd to obtain informa- 
tion about their meatiness and qual- 
ity of beef.

Forecast 
Farm Income in 1961 


Farm operators’ realized net income 
in 1961 will be up 10 per cent from 
1960. An increase for 1961 reflects 
anticipated record farm marketings, 
higher prices for crops, and increased 
Government payments. Some increase 
in farm production expenses would off- 
set part of the increase in receipts. 

Cash receipts from livestock and 
livestock products this year are also 
expected to exceed 1960. Marketings 
of livestock will increase but this is 
not expected to have much price de- 
pressing effect. Cattle slaughter will 
likely increase again in 1961 and some 
further build-up in numbers is also ex- 
pected. Breeding intentions by hog 
producers to date point to an increase 
of 5 to 7 per cent in the spring pig 
crop. The seasonal price decline in the 
fall will likely result in prices below 
the relatively high levels of last fall, 
but for 1961 as a whole, hog prices 
may average a little above last year. 

Among the livestock and livestock 
products group, cash receipts in 1961 
are expected to be higher for meat 
animals with the possible exception of 
sheep and lambs. An increased volume 
of marketings is expected to maintain 
receipts from broilers and turkeys but 
lower prices probably will reduce cash 
returns from eggs. More milk and 
higher prices are expected to yield 
larger cash receipts from dairy prod- 
ucts.

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LYSINE IN FATTENING STEER CALVES 


Research and refinements in manufacturing proc- 
esses today are making lysine economically available 
for use in livestock feedstuffs. Now a new one-stage 
fermentation system has been put on-stream by Merck 
Chemical to produce feed-grade lysine, which is being 
marketed in supplement form. Supplemental sources 
of this essential amino acid are necessary, since it is 
often inadequate in the more readily obtainable nat- 


ural feeds such as corn. 

Adding lysine to supplements containing different 
levels of urea improved the daily gain 5 to 13% and 
feed efficiency of steers 1 to 4%. In tests the average 
increase in daily gain (2.09 vs. 2.24 lb.) between six 
lots receiving no lysine and lysine was highly sig- 
nificant. [L-Lysine hydrochloride was added to the 
different supplements so that each steer received 10 
Gm. of lysine daily.| The addition of lysine to a sup- 
plement containing only natural proteins was of no 
benefit. 

“High urea supplements with lysine containing 
64 and 72% protein equivalent were equal to a 32% 
supplement when fed on the same protein basis. In 
other words, 1 lb. of a 64% supplement with lysine 
was equivalent to 2 lb. of a 32% supplement. 

“Without lysine, feeding urea supplements on the 
same protein equivalent basis was not as effective 
in balancing a fattening ration as a 32% supple- 
ment composed of natural proteins. 

“Apparently, lysine is one of the limiting nutri- 
tional factors in the utilization of urea by cattle. 

“This is the first step in a program to develop a 
64% cattle supplement that can be fed at the rate 
of 1 lb./head daily and give results equivalent to 
2 lb. of a 32% supplement.” 





WHAT ARE CHAROLAIS? 


Charolais is not a new beef breed, but older than 
most breeds. Authentic history of the Charolais dates 
back to the 16th century, pin-pointing the area of de- 
velopment as the old French province of Charolles. It 
is not a cross-breed, but a pure breed that has been 
bred in France for over 200 years. 

Import laws prohibit importation of cattle from 
France and it was because of this that Charolais did 
not make its entry into the United States earlier. 
High quality Charolais were imported into Mexico in 
the 30’s and a few were brought into this country. 


Charolais are white in color. They are well- 
balanced and proportioned animals, possessing super- 
ior beef comformation. The average weight of a ma- 
ture cow is 1,500 to 1,800 pounds and 2,000 to 2,650 
pounds for mature bulls. The head of Charolais is 
well chiseled, broody and feminine in the cows and 
very masculine in the bulls. The ears are short and 
the neck is short and thick. The barrel is long and 
round. The round and rump are very well developed. 
In general the appearance of Charolais is one of stout- 
ness and ruggedness.
